First Day in Yellowstone Park—The 


Transportation , Companies—Be- 


ginning of Wonders. 


One week after leaving home, on a 
bright morning at 8 o'clock, the Park 
train was ready to leave Livingston 
for-its fifty-four mile side trip to the 
Gardiner Entrance. 
The train was 
filled with tourists, and tourists 
alone, all in glee over a dream ma- 
terializing. Snowy, rocky ranges tow- 
ered to right and left as the track led 
into the narrower valleys of the 
mountains.

Three miles more and the train stop- 
ped at the rustic station. All was 
confusion seemingly to those not in- 
itiated. Drivers came into view.^and 
transportation agents 'bobbed up in 
every corner. Nor did the tourists 
know at all times what they were do- 
ing, or where they were going, or 
•with whom.. The aim of the agents 
was Business mixed in with the pleas- 
ure of those with "whom they par- 
leyed, for it was impossible to make 
an entrance without the repeated in- 
terruption of some lad eager to earn 
another dollar for his-company. How 
remindful of a scene at Gettysburg 
upon dismounting the train, and fac- 
ing a battery of obliging drivers or 
would-be courteous guides.

Hero it seems not out of place to 
remark along the line of the various 
transportation methods in existence. 
The distant traveler is usually misin- 
formed, so'that tourists on entering 
the Park are of the opinion that but 
one or two ways are at hand by which 
they may be led through. Many, eas- 
terners especially, secure their tickets 
in Chicago en route, 
entering Livingston It is only upon 
that they are 
brought face to face with competing 
concerns no less than five in number, 
and rife is the competition. Follow- 
ing is a brief discussion of the com- 
panies and their merits with approxi- 
mate rates charged by each for a tour 
of one person through the park with 
twenty-five pounds of baggage addi- 
tional: 
The Transportation Com- 
p&ny appears in sight with four to 
six spry horses hitched to a Concord 
Coach. 
The beauty is an attraction 


and advertisement. 
Those who go 
with this company are charged a fare 
of $55 and receive elaborate hotel 
accommodation 
at 
various 
hotels 
along the way at the end of each 
day's journey. This concern pays an 
annual rental of $1,126 for the leases 
it has made within the park of about 
twenty-eight acres, which is a part 
of its expense account. The Yellow- 
stone Park Hotel Company, which is 
said to own the hotels (eight includ- 
ing the lunch stations), have also 
leased sites that cover an acreage of 
about twenty-nine acres, for which 
they pay an annual rental of $585. 
These two companies evidently co- 
operate and act as one. I am Sorry 
I do not have at our command the 
number of wagons and horses this 
company uses; but'the fact that it 
carried 5,590 persons through the 
park in the year 1911, in the short 
season, June the 15th to September 
10th, which is the regular season and 
only season, bears evidence that their 
equipment must be heavy. 
All the 


teams travel on a schedule. The first 
man out of camp in the morning is 
, supposed to be the first man in camp 
at noon and evening. 
There is little 
or no driving about one another on 


- the tour. However anxious and en- 
thusiastic a seatmate on the forego- 
ing coach may be, that coach dare not 
stop, for to do so would be calling a 
halt along the line. The driver of 
these teams is not a guide. 
He is 
seated high and in front. 
His ser- 


vice is of little value from an infor- 
mation viewpoint. 
Thus the reader 
sees two disadvantages in traveling 
with this company, however elaborate 
may be the service at the hotels. 


The Monida & Yellowstone Stage 
Company enter via the western en- 
trance; the latter fact removes a cer- 
tain amount of the competition im- 
mediate at Livingston, though as a 
•whole, it draws much custom, as is

shown by the fact that out of a total 
of 23,000 visitors in 1911, this com- 
pany escorted 5,659- in their con- 
veyances. 
This company's manage- 
ment is similar to the foregoing. 


The Wylie Permanent Camping 
Company operate along a more mod- 
erate line. Covered Surreys and Con- 
cord Coaches give way to covered ve- 
hicles of a lower type, of which they 
had ninety-eight in number. 
Their 


lodging consists of permanent tents 
in groups located in certain spots 
along the way, where each succeed- 
ing party stops for the night or for 
lunch. Their annual rental is based 
upon the number of wagons, being 
$980 or $10 per wagon per season. 
It was neglected to state that the 
Monida Company pay an annual ren- 
tal of $440. 
The Wylie Company 
charge $40 to $45 for their service, 
with .extra charges as is also the case 
with the other companies mentioned, 
for all side trips to special spots of 
interest. 
The greater the distance 


fr.om the beaten path the greater the 
extra charge. 
These people carried 


jjOOO passengers during the same 
year to which I referred. 


Surely, you will come face to face 
real quickly at Livingston, with a 
representative of the Shaw & Powell 
concern. 
They charge $30 as fare, 


for the five and one-half days' regular 
beat, and possess but one permanent 
camp, the others being movable. 


The Old Faithful Camping Com- 
pany are next in order, but not last. 
Tneir wagons carry five passengers 
and their driver is a guide, who ex- 
plains matters without end as the 
team moves along, making the tour a 
recreation and a lecture combined 
There are no permanent camps, but 
each camp is pitched for the night 
at some spot of special interest either 
selected by the driver or the party, 
who are given voice in the selection. 
The drivers of these wagons are not 
scheduled, and stop quite frequently 
to explain more thoioughly or let the 
tourist dismount foi 
a refreshing 


drink of spring water, or to scald the 
fingers of the doubting Thomas who 
does not believe the pool of steaming 
water is actually hot. Here again is 
comfort in every particular. All side 
trips are free of extra charge. This 
company 
operated 
an equipment 


which cost $20,000, in the past year, 
which included 46 horses. 


One more, the Roseborough Broth- 
ers, operate on a similar plan. Their 
rates are similar. They are younger 
than the Old Faithful, but are making 
progress. 


After prying into the merits of all 


the concerns, and feeling as though 
•we would get more good out of a typi- 
cal camp in the open air style, a 
chance to fish along the way while 
the driver looked on, and an equa] 
opportunity to take all the photo- 
graphs we cared to, the wagon halt- 
ing for the purpose, we selected the 
Old Faithful method and were never 
sorry as we received royal treatment, 
good food, many side trips, leisure 
time to look at the things of most in- 
terest and a dozen other advantages 
that may crop out here and there as 
we proceed on the trail. 


But why all this preliminary? 
It 


seems difficult indeed to get away 
from the little Gardiner, a supply 
town for the miners. We did leave 
that same day at 1:30 p. m., when 
the heat was oppressive, but after en- 
rolling with the government official, 
a short time intervened until the heat 
decreased. 
Gardiner 
Cre^k came 
"tearing" toward us at a rapid rato, 
its crystal waters forming spray thpt 
sparkled in the sunshine.

ing slope 200 feet to the mile. Yel- 
low cactus blossoms bordered the 
road as an introduction to the flora 
while a Bald Eagle's nest introduced 
the bird life. Then we looked back 
over the path and -were surprised to 
see what a change in the landscape 
compared to what we had seen from 
the opposite direction. 
How large 


the areas and mountains before and 
around us. Then came the story that 
within recent years a hunter had been 
lost for twenty-seven days in those 
hills, subsisting upon strawberries 
and grasshoppers during his lone- 
liness. 
The sky was clear, with 


the exception of clumps of cumulous 
clouds that only added to the effect 
as they hung over the summit of 
Klectric Peak, snow covered and 
looming upward over 11,000'feet. 


The roads were in splendid condi- 
tion, solid, and kept moist by the 
twenty sprinkler wagons that daily 
made their beat over 95 miles of the 
road. 
Two miles from the entrance 
we came upon a break down. Our 
tent and mess wagon'ahead had brok- 
en down, and the "cheff," equal to 
the emergency, was seen on the gal- 
lop coming down • the road on his 
horse unbridled, " making for" Gar- 
diner for new equipment. In one and 
one-half hours he was seen coming up 
the hill with his one horse hitched to 
a heavy wagon moving along at no 
mean rate. He had covered the four 
miles in the given time. We had a 
horseman in our party, all were ready 
to admit. 


Boiling hot springs were seen to 


the left and the new and old hospitals 
to the right. 
The beautiful green 
lawns were a welcome as our team 
approached the home of the Superin- 
tendent of the 'Park. 
The Acting 


Superintendent, L. M. Brett, a Lieut- 
Colonel of the 1st Cavalry, has gen- 
eral control of the protection of the 
animals in the park, the formations 
and the roads; under "whom is one 
squadron (four troops) of U. S. Cav- 
alry and a machine gun platoon, in 
addition to hospital corps detach- 
ment, making a total of 380 officers 
and enlisted men, who are stationed 
at Ft. Yellowstone. 
There are 15 
sub-stations at points throughout the 
park that are supplied with ten men 
each in summer and five men each in 
winter, all of which are included in 
the number named above, as they 
are taken from the garrison at the 
fort. In summer their duties are to 
protect the formations, patrol the 
roads and camps and look out for 
forest fires. In winter, patroling is 
done to protect the game of the park 
from poachers, and is done on Nor- 
wegian skis, as there is too much 
snow for travel by any other method. 


The sulphurous rifts were wafted

Flood Conditions in the South Still 


Serious. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 8, 1912. 


Another Easter has come and gone. 
Rain in this city spoiled many a new 
hat or dress, maybe" both. 


The thing mostly talked of is the 
flood. At 8 o'clock this morning I 
boarded a car to go down to Poplar 
Street to the Chicasan's Candy Com- 
pany's place. At-10 o'clock the cars 
stopped running on account of water 
over the tracks and boats were being 
used to transfer persons from one 
side to the other for a nickel apiece. 
I tell you that man's battle against 
the great Mississippi" is drawing to a 
close. For some days the great vol- 
ume of water has been slowly increas- 
ing to the stage where it is believed 
it will be an impossibility for the levee 
to withstand the pressure. 
News of 


breaks are momentarily expected and 
with such news will come death and 
disaster. Bach hour sees the situa- 
tion growing more serious and to a 
point that it will be beyond human 
endurance. From many sections it is 


j reported that this great river with 
its volume of water is moving south. 
We have been having lovely weath- 
er, open cars, etc., yet the river con- 
tinues to raise and at this moment 
has broken all records. 
Far down 


into Louisiana and Mississippi the 
planters are gathering together their 
stock and moving to the highlands. 
Warnings have been sent broadcast 


j throughout the section, while thous- 
ands of men are at work, battling 
with the water, and I have no doubt 
that 
much 
suffering 
is prevalent 


in a widespread section of country. 
Refugees are 
seeking towns an'd 


cities nearest their deserted homes. 
Many, no 
doubt, have undergone 
great suffering and many privations 
before reaching a place of safety. 
Some whom I have talked to have 
traveled miles afoot, hungry and af- 
ten thirsty. 
I am told some have 


steadfastly refused to leave 
their 


homes and these are in danger of not 
only losing all they have, but their 
own lives as well. 


A mass meeting has been called by 


the president of the Business Men's 
Club to take quick action in the mat- 
ter of affording relief to the suffer- 
ers. 
Many small boats of various 


types may be seen gliding around the 
farms and taking on board their oc- 
cupants with their belongings and 
bringing them to this city. Many of 
the side streets present a novel pic- 
ture of whole families and all they 
own in the way of furniture, stock, 
etc., 
encamped there. 
In 
these 


camps one can see every kind of an 
animal that is owned on the planta- 
tions hereabouts and some have been 
brought in from ten to fifteen miles. 


I wanted to go to Blytheville, Ark., 


some fifty miles across the river, but 
was told that the stores there were 
closed and everyone was working on 
the leyeen to help strengthen It. 
When I found I could not go there, I 
turned to see about Forest City, but 
there was nothing doing,: and I am 
told 
that the 
situation 
between 


Memphis and Forest City, Ark., is 
very precarious. Many of the own- 
ers of small farms are in desperate 
circumstances, straining every nerve 
to save what little property each one 
might have. 
Many of the farmers 


have placed their live stock on high 
platforms and rude rafts which are 
ready for moving at a moment's no- 
tice. Members of these families take 
turns each night, watching and lis- 
tening intently for the noise of the 
sweeping waters. 


Here in Memphis many sad stories 
are told of the suffering. One woman 
wan seriously ill on the second story 
of her home, too ill indeed to be re- 


moved, although the water was up to 
the floor of the second story. 
Her 


daughter was caring for her. The 
mother plead with the daughter to 
flee and save herself. Tales of hair- 
breadth escapes are told by the river- 
men, who listened to the stories of 
the refugees, which are quite inter- 
esting. 


The boats have brought to Mem- 
phis persons taken from the roofs of 
houses and limbs of trees, who had 
been clinging to life with much te- 
nacity. 
No one knows anything .of 
this until he gets caught like Dad 
at West Hickman, Ky., where I 
roosted for four hours in the forks of 
a, big sycamore tree. I was at work 
shoveling- sand into bags, when all 
at once, the water was' upon us with 
terrific force, and to have attempted 
to "cross the street through this run- 
ning water, meant sure death. 
It 


may be laughable to read about it, 
but to get caught thus and have a 
tree just by you, is a blessing I assure 
you all. I climbed up ttte tree, as 
did several others, and we stayed 
there until it was light and a boat 
could get to our place of refuge. 
Orders to boil all drinking and 


cooking water have just been given 
out and are being carried out as the 
contamination with the sewage is 
great. AH dread typhoid" fever. 
The 


higher parts of the city are being 
crowded with refugees. I could tell 
you many amusing stories of things 
I have seen here among those who 
have been driven into the city. The 
merchants are all blue and talk as if 
there never would be any business. 


Good Friday was well observed 
here. 
The banks were closed, as 
well as most public institutions. Ser- 
vices in the churches commemorated 
the crucifixion of Christ. 
'Twas a 


day of sorrow in all the churches. 
The ceremony of kissing the cross 
was carried out in all the Catholic 
Churches. 
Peter used to tell me 
that this, was an old custom of their 
faith. 
The- ceremony of many wo- 


men and children all kneeling at the 
altar and kissing the crucifix is very 
•solemn. 
The season of prayer and. 


penitential sack cloth" and ashes has 
passed. So -has Easter, the feast of 
joy and happiness. 
Whilst the devil 


now boasts that he soon will have 
"Us. and Company " in his grasp 
again, let us watch that he does 
not. - 
'Since writing you, I had the pleas- 


ure of meeting Prof. Stunkard an& 
his estimable wife. 
They were at- 
tending an educational meeting in 
Nashville. 
Both looked well. Gee, 
how glad I was to see that big, stal- 
wart man and grasp that hand once 
again. 
They look as if the South 
agreed with them and now that I

know exactly where they live, I'll go I 
and get a square meal some time for!

This is cowardly. It knows 


or should know that of the whole list 
of Republican office holders who oc- 
cupied the Court House during the 
term which ended January 1, 1912, 
not one can say that he was attacked 
or "vituperated" when he was a can- 
didate in 1908, but when some of 
them used their offices in the interest 
of .party rather than the whole peo- 
ple we had the courage to make use 
of their records-as officials.

ease of the one man whose name is

general elections at $97, and for pri- 
mary elections at $125. This action 
on the part of the Commissioners 
caused trouble and "higher power" 
interfered; then they rejected all bids 
and gave us the primary ballots at 
$124.

We_ shall not go back of last year 


for present purposes of comparison, 
toi the present management of the 
inquirer vfa.^ not in charge at any 
puor election. 


Had the Commissioners been al- 


lowed to carry out their plan, the 
ballots for last fall's election and pri- 
mary would have cost $97+ $125 = 
$222. But what did they pay? 


On No\ ember 28, 1911, voucher 


Xo. 744 was made out for the In- 
quirer Printing Company for $249.50 
for printing the election ballots, and 
on December C. 1011, voucher No. 
761 was made out in favor of the 
Everett Republican for $300, for 
printing the primary ballots; thus 
& 


the ballots for the primary and the 
election 
together 
cost 
$300 + 


$249.50 = $540.50, which is $327.50 
more than they would have cost had 
the bids been allowed to stand. 


Is this employing business methods 


in the Commissioners' office? 
What 


do you say, Mr. Taxpayer? Is the 
printing of such facts mud slinging? 


The Inquirer's effort to cover facts, 


such as we have just cited, with gen- 
eralities of abuse will not serve the 
intended purpose and it is to be 
hoped that the sister journal will 
some day wake up to the responsi- 
bility of a newspaper and get away 
from the idea of serving "party right 
or wrong" in exchange for excessive 
prices in printing and a monopoly of 
the field.

woods sage. The saying has no more 
pertinent application than to the won- 
der-working of paper bags cookery. 
Being sure you are right, you can go 
ahead to admiration. If you are right, 
you will have none but good words 
for the process. 
Otherwise—other 


words. 


Paper bag cookery saves trouble, 


expense, and time, makes better re- 
turns in flavor and substance, and is 
a sworn foe to dyspepsia. Hence, it 
is a dispenser of sweetness and light. 
Whatever helps the great mass to 
easier |md better living is a distinct 
gain tt/f humanity. Any woman of 
averag* intelligence can learn in half 
an hour, if she pays attention, the 
essential rudiments of using this sys- 
tem. After that, use will teach the 
fine points far better than any lec- 
turer or demonstrator could do it. 


But It will not do to half-hear or 


half-reaiember. If you are a novice, 
or even a prospective paper bag cook, 
read cTer and over the paper bag 
commandments 
before 
beginning— 


and re*d them again the next day, 
and tfi» next, and still the next. They 
are not perfunctory but vital. Also, 
in following out recipes given, stick 
to you? text. 


Baked Apple Sauce.—Peel and core 


six firm apples of good flavor, tart 
rather than sweet. Stick three cloves 
In each, and put bits of mace and cin- 
namon in the core-spaces. Put them 
in well-buttered bag with two Tieaping 
cups of sugar and half a tumbler of 
water. 
Coo* thirty minutes. 
Have 


the ov«i very hot at first, but slack 
"heat "after seven minutes. 
Lemon 


juice initeud of water makes a richer- 
flavored sauce. In that case add half 
a cup more sugar at the outset. 


Appl» Pudding.—Beat three fresh 


eggs vtry light, add two cups sugar, 
half 
a, cup creamed butter, the 


strainet Juice of a lemon, and the 
grated yellow peel, a very little salt, 
half a teaspoonful of powdered corn- 
starch, a pint of raw grated apple 
and half a pint of rich. milk. Beat 
hard f«r several minutes, then pour 
into a well-buttered hag and bake for 
thirty Minutes in a hot oven. Leave 
room for the pudding to rise in seal- 
ing the bag. 
Cook on a trivet set 


upon the grid-shelf. Serve with hard 
sauce or wine sauce as preferred. 
This if eaten hot. 
If eaten cold, 


whipped cream is the thing for it. 


Sweet 
Potato 
Pudding.—Make a 


hatter as for apple pudding. Use a 
cup more sugar, else only haif a pint 
of grated raw sweet potato. 
Sweet 


potatoes take as much, sugar as crah 
apples to make them taste sweet. 
The creander the milk the better— 
unless it is creamy increase the pro- 
portion of butter. 
Cook in a well- 


buttered bag—fifty minutes will not 
be too long for it. Make a peep-hole 
in the upper bag—unless the pudding 
is browned and firm, cook it a while 
longer. - 


Banana Pudding.—Beat three eggs 


light, saving out one white 
Add a 


generous cup of sugar, a cup of stale 
cake, crumbled fine, half a cup of 
creamed butter, a cup of milk, beat 
all together, then add two large or 
three small bananas, sliced thin, the 
juice of half a lemon and a teaspoon- 
ful of lemon extract. Bake in a very 
well-buttered bag for thirty minutes. 
Take out, cover with meringue, strew 
a little shred candiecl peel over the 
meringue, set in the oven to harden, 
then, serve hot with, wine or lemon i 
sauce.

The record of today's lesson, two 


Sabbath day incidents, the disciples 
plucking corn and a withered baud 
restored in the synagogue, is found in 
•Matt, xii and Luke vi, as well as in 
Mark, so that it must concern Him 
not only as the Jewish King rejected, 
but also as the perfect servant, and iis 
the Son of Man, to whom all things, 
will yet be subdued. To understand 
Him and His words and works \\e 
must consider Him as Nathaniel spokf 
of Him, "the Son of God, the King of 
Israel" (John i, 49), as "tj»e King of the

The late Dr. Weston in his "Genesis 
of the New Testament" says that the 
Jewish Sabbath was the one peculiar 
and distinctive ordinance of the nn 
tion. Other nations practiced circum- 
cision and had temples, offered sacn 
flees and performed religious rites, but 
the Sabbath was the Jewish national 
flag. In it they claimed a peculiar rela- 
tion to God as their Creator, Redeemer 
and Rest, and, If by this man's treat 
ment of their Sabbath they are to br- 
deprived of their distinction from othet 
nations, what is the use of being God's 
people? Considering this, it Is not. so 
surprising that the immediate occa 
slon of the determination by the Jew- 
ish rulers to put Christ to death, as 
stated in all the gospels, was His rela- 
tion to the Sabbath. He claimed to be 
greater than Solomon or the temple 
or the Sabbath (Matt, xll, 6, 8, 42), but 
they would not so receive Him. The;* 
honored Him with their lips, but their 
heart was far from Him (Isa. xxix, 13. 
Ezek. xxxiii, 31; Matt xv, 1, 8). They 
had a form of worship without any 
power. Jehovah, whom they professed 
to worship, was in their midst, and 
they knew Him not. 


Matthew says that as the disciples 


passed through the cornfields tb^ 
were hungry, and Luke says that thej 
rubbed the ears of corn in their hands 
and did eat. Our Lord Himself was 
an hungered on other occasions, as re 
corded in Matt iv, 2; xxi, 18 Concern 
Ing Israel it is written that He suffered 
them to hunger (Deut. viii, 3), but it 
was to prove them and teach them 
The wicked are ever watching the 
righteous and seeking to slay them 
(Ps. xxxvn, 32). and here they arc 
finding fault and condemning the dis 
ciples, and the Lord, too, because 
they knew Him not, nor the Sciip 
tures, which they professed to revei 
ence.
